It  is  unneceflary  to  inquire  when  mlHi 
were  hrft  eroded.  The  inventito  was 
a  great  encouragement  to  agriculture; 
and  it  was  neccHhry  to  cncowratgc  them. 
I'his  might  induce  fome  ].ind bolder  to 
ihiile  his  lands  to  a  neighlvoiirmg  miHf 
as  it  vvas  an  advantage  to  his  tenants- 
Others  might  thirle  their  lands  to  oblige 
.1  friend  or  neighlKmr,  pVefuming  that 
their  own  lands  ilid  not  afford'a  fitunlion 
for  a  mill.  That  antiquated 
iind  miglit  fubjedt  others.  Wills 

mry  alfo  have  been  creded  by 
tors  tor  the  benefit  of  their  tenaolii  tnd 
thcii  own  profit:  But  the  lands  tKiHed 
to  a  proprietor’s  own  mil!  have  noC  al* 
ways  continued  in  llic  poflfcflVoa  of 
tkfccr.dants.  A  part  may  hare  borti 
foKl  at  one  time,  and  a  part  at  aiiolber» 
and  both  continued  thirled  to  tbeorir 
nal  mill.  ^  ’ 

.  Bui  it  is  of  little  imporUAce  to  hKlw* 
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bo'T  the  lands  of  dlflcrent  proprietory 
came  to  be  thirled  to  tlie  fame  mill. 
Thst  the  grievance  cxi ft s  isceiUin.  A 
^nevance  I  call  it ;  for  the  inconvenkn- 
cirs  ariling  from  it  arc  many  and  various. 
Cm  any  thing  be  more  grating  to  the 
induUrious  farmer,  than  to  drag  his 
grain  for  miles  through  broken  and  al- 
n’oft  impaftable  roads,  and  when  he  ar- 
rius  at  the  hovel  of  a  mill,  finds  it  open 
above,  water  enough  on  the  floor,  but 
none  to  drive  the  mill  :  however,  at  laft 
he  ^ets  his  visual  grinded,  if  hafliing 
aiul  mangling  can  be  called  grinding.  It 
is  probably  as  well  as  the  miller  can  do 
it,  and  he  muft  be  paid  the  fixteenth 
peck  for  doing  fo,  befidcs  bannock  meal 
and  other  dues.  What  heightens  fiich 
gricvanf'»'s  is,  that  the  farmer  may  have 
a  mil!  v!,cre  his  vidiial  would  bw*  well 
prinded  when  he  pleafed,  and  not  paying 
a*v)vc  a  fourth  part  ot  what  he  does  at 
hi>  tliiilcd  mill. 

Tile  above  is  the  farmer’s  fituation  in 
many  parts  of  the  country,  and  on  that 
a\uunt  many  pay  the  common  thirlagc, 
and  grind  their  corns  at  what  mills  they 
find  moft  for  their  advantage.  The  te¬ 
nant  no  doubt  knew  all  this  before  en¬ 
gaging  with  his  farm  ;  for  it  is  probable 
that  his  mafter  could  not  free  him  ;  but 
thirlagc  is  one  of  thofe  things  that  little 
fircls  is  laid  upon  when  the  bargain  is 
making ;  and  few  are  aware  of  the  in- 
convenicncics  attending  it,  if  it  happens, 
'^hlcli  is  t>ftcn  the  calc,  that  the  miller 
IS  changed  during  the  currency  of  the 
f**rmer’s  tack. 

Another  grievance  attending  thirlages, 

when  onechufes  to  fell  growing  corns. 
Here  the  owner  is  reduced  to  the  alter¬ 
native  either  of  obliging  the  purchafer  to 
carry  the  corns  to  the  mill  to  which  the 
grounds  are  thirled,  or  to  compound 
"ith  the  miller  before  felling.  Scarce 
perfon  will  purchafe  on  fiich  terms, 

he  docs  not  probably  chiifc  to  grind 
his  com  ;  and  if  he  does,  he  may  rather 
incline  to  do  it  elfcwlicrc.  To  com- 
I'onnd  with  the  miller  before  felling  is 
difficult ;  at  Icaft  it  puts  it  in  the  power 
*  ‘  the  miller  to  overcharge  the  feller,  if 
he  is  greedily  inclined,  which  is  often 
bhe  c  ife.  The  miller  is  not  to  be  bla- 
tned  for  iniifting  on  an  caul  valent,  as  he 
has  a  rent  to  pay,  and  which  he  no  doubt 
V’^ved  to,  upon  the  firm  belief  that  the 
r^'^duce  of  the  whole  thirled  land  was 
to  he  wrought  at  his  mill ;  but  it  is  pc- 
culurly  hard,  when  the  farmcf  b^S  im-

proven  his  land  much,  that  the  milter 
muft  have  it  In  Ids  option  to  demand  a 
fixteenth  part  in  name  of  thirlagc,  even 
though  he  fells  it  growing,  or  purfue  for 
abftraifted  multures. 

Many  other  grievances  will  occur  to 
any  farmer,  fiich  as  l>ad  machinery,  fcar- 
city  of  water,  an  unfkilful  miller,  and 
(what  fometinies  happens)  diflioneft : 
Add  to  this,  what  is  called  due  fervice 
to  mill  and  mill-dam,  which  muft  lx; 
performed  at  the  fight,  and  perhaps  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  caprice  of  an  ignojant 
‘miller.  It  is  of  no  importance  to  the 
miller,  when  he  depends  on  the  thirlagc 
or  fucken,  whether  he  does  hU  bufineft 
wtII  or  ill.  He  knows  they  cannot  go 
to  another;  and  if  thev  do,  they  muft 
pay  him  too.  Were  mills  on  the  fame 
footing  with  moft  other  works,  the  belt 
miller  would  have  the  belt  bufinefs. 
This  would  make  them  cither  do  their 
duty,  or  lofe  their  bufinefs  ;  And  furcly 
'.lothing  can  be  more  irkfome  to  the  huf- 
bandman,  than,  after  all  his  toil  and  la^ 
hour,  to  have  his  grain  ruined  by  the 
unfkilfulncfs  of  a  miller. 

Convinced  of  the  impropriety  of  thir¬ 
lages,  many  public- fpirited  landholders 
have  aboliilied  that  fervitude  as  far  as 
relates  to  their  own  tenants,  and  with  to 
fee  it  univerfal :  But  the  difliculty  ii, 
how  this  (ball  be  accompliflied.  It  is 
unreafon.ible  to  expeft  that  thofe  who 
have  a  right  to  profits  of  this  kind  will 
part  with  them  without  an  e<]uivalcnt: 
But  might  not  a  law  be  framed,  obliging 
every  perfon  that  has  a  right  to  mul¬ 
tures,  from  lands  that  arc  not  his  own 
property,  to  fell  them  to  the  proprietor. 
This  is  the  cafe  with  t lends,  which  the 
proprietor  of  the  land  can  oblige  the  ti¬ 
tular  to  fell  at  nine  years  value.  No 
certain  number  of  years  purchafe  can  be 
fixed  as  a  medium  for  multures,  as  the 
quantity  paid  differs  fo  much,  fome  pay¬ 
ing  as  high  as  a  thirteenth  part,  and 
utlicrs  as  low  as  the  hundred  and  twen¬ 
tieth  part,  or  lower. 

This  laft  aflertion  may  fiirprifc  fome 
readers.  I  (hall  briefly  account  for  it. 
When  a  proprietor  of  lands  and  mill 
found  it  nece(Tary  to  fell  fome  part  of  his 
land,  he  continued  it  thirled  to  the  fame 
mill,  and  obliged  himfcif  to  grind  hii 
vidiial  at  the  rate  of  one  lippie  for  the 
load  of  meal  (the  raSih  part);  and,  in 
granting  fiich  charters,  the  feller  cither 
received  a  greater  price  for  his  lands,  of 
received  a  greater  tea- duty  yearly ;  and. 
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in  fuch  contrad^,  f<»  much,  money  or  either  of  them,  when  properly  uW,  i# 
rr.eal  is  oitrn  mentioned  in  name  of  dry  an  inexhauflihle  fund  of  wealth  to  an  in- 
mo4iurc.

and  gave  it  a  fecond  fowing  wntli  fall ;

A  fervaiit  of  the  firmer  difeovered  the 
fecrct,  on  which  his  rcfidence  there  ter¬ 
minated  with  his  leafe.

'•HE  time  which  has  clapfed  fince  my 
name  appeared  in  your  Magazine, 
may  make  many  believe  that  I  cither  had 
left  this  buftling  world  for  another  which 
we  know'  very  little  about,  or  had  ftmnd 
the  fehemes  1  have  been  long  propofiag, 
for  the  good  of  my  country*,  fo  little  at¬ 
tended  to,  that  I  v.’as  rcfolved  to  give 
them  up  intirely,  as  impracticable  to  be 
carried  into  execution.  This  letter  will 
f  fleiftually  convince  your  numerous  rea¬ 
ders  that  the  former  is  not  the  cafe.  I 
am  happy  to  inform  them  that  neither 
has  the  latter  been  the  occafion  of  my 
long  lilence. 

I  iviult  inform  you,  Sir,  that  I  am  juft 
returned  from  a  tour  through  a  good 
part  of  tlic  trading  towns' and  villages, 
as  well  as  capital  ftorc-farros,  in  S^- 
lard.  It  ia  with  real  pleafurc  I  can  ac¬ 
quaint  you,  Mr  Printer,  and  (through 
the  channel  of  your  communicative  Pa¬ 
per)  your  readers,  that  all  the  noWcmcD, 
gentlemen,  farmers  and  trading  people, 
that  I  have  had  the  honour  to  meet  with, 
arc  happily  conviiK’cd  that  promoting 
the  woolen  manufadure  in  all  its  hrao- 
clies  is  of  the  iitmoft  confctpiencc  to  tin# 
country  ;  that  they  already  obfeWed  its 
good  effe^s,  by  imrtxlucing  a  better 
breed  of  fine  wooled  and  long  wookd 
lheep(a  moll  valuable  oSjed),  and  like- 
wife  the  increafe  of  their  number,  which 
has  been  long  and  much  wifhetl  fo*"* 
Ikfulcs  the  fectling  and  cloalhieg 
and  giving  bread  to  thoiifandt,  they  af¬ 
ford  us  light  from  iheir.tallow,  and  r<- 
Cv>rds  to  be  hniulcd  down  to  pofterUf 
from  the  vellum  which  is  prwluced 
their  (kins.  They  manure  and  enrkh 
the  very  ground  they  feed  tipon**a»»d 
bring  up  the  natural  6nc  while  dofcr# 
which  is  the  native  plant  o! 
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Al!  farmers  agrce^  that,  where  the  ftiftp 
ro  aiul  tal  among  the  heather,  Ihex  cn- 
r:ih  the  ground  fo  faft,  that  the  heather 
lAilt’i  away  in  a  few  years,  and  the  white 
tii»\er  conies  up  in  its  pUce.  Moft  far- 
nvrs  ac  much  again  ft  burning  the  hca- 
th:r,  as  it  burns  the  foil  with  it ;  and 
tne  few  who  are  for  burning  fay,  it 
lt.()u!ct  be  done  before  the  ground  is  too 
i!ry:  but,  as  it  is  agreed  on  all  hands 
that  the  l^eather  goes  off  how  foon  the 
ground  is  manured  with  the  Oieep#  the 
practice  of  burning  either  heather  or 
wliiiis  Ibould  be  totally  given  over,  as 
the  tarring  is  in  a  great  meafure  laid 
atide.  riiofe  who  fmear  in  the  fine 
{liUi-p  coimlries  on  Tweedfide  only  put 
one  Scots  pint  of  tar  to  fourteen  pounds 
ot  butter.  'I'hc  greafe  never  can  hurt 
the  Wool ;  the  tar  always  has  that  cifett, 
ami  is  of  no  fort  of  fervice  to  the  (licrp. 
Let  them  provide  proper  winter  feed¬ 
ing.  aiid  that  is  ail  which  nature  requires 
for  the  prefervation  of  thefe  ufeful  ani¬ 
mals.

1  mit  vith  the  moft  cordial  and  kind 
rrcopiion  from  all  ranks  of- people,  but 
frrpi  i.one  more  than  from  their  graces 
t!ie  iliike  and  duclicfu  of  ArgyVe.  '1  heir 
c'jndefccnlion  and  politenei'**}  their  in- 
h  iiru's  concerning  the  progrefs  cf  the 
ni^nuf^n^hircs  and  fifhetiesof  this  coun¬ 
try ;  the  noble  Antiments  and  fienfiblc 
<'hr»  r\a(;ons  they  made,  and  the  propo¬ 
fols  they  fu-gefled  for  promoting  induf- 
try  virtue  in  every  part  of  Scotland, 
r^'tKularly  at  Inveraray,  do  them,  as 
as  human  nature,  the  higheft  bo* 
r-ur.  I  t.H>k  the  liberty  to  mention 
br.mclfes  which  might  be  carried  on

fin^  poor  in  the  ftreets,  which  has  liern 
co.ifidered,  by  all  humane  and  wjril- 
people,  as  an  intojerabie  nui-

^o’d.  to  5  8.  per  parr,  on  the  fame  terras, 
and  principles  as  is  done  at  Aberdeen, 
which  afi'ords  a  good  return  to  all  con¬ 
cerned,  and  promotes  induftry  among 
the  young  people,  as  they  begin  to  knit, 
both  l)oys  and  girls,  at  five  or  fix  years 
old.  This  employment  does  not  keep 
them  from  their  education,  as  they  can 
read  and  work  their  docking  at  the  fame 
time,  when  they  have  been  fame  time  at 
the  bufinefs ;  and,  to  prompt  them  to 
work  in  the  beginning,  1  propofed  that 
they  fliould  have  one  haUpenny  out  of 
every  three- halfpence  they  earned  week¬ 
ly  ;  that  they  fliould  receive,  fee,  and 
feel  the  money ;  by  which,  I  am  per* 
fuaded,  the  parents  would  got  more  than 
if  they  were  to  pocket  all  their  labour, 
and  the  young  ones  might  eafily  be  pre¬ 
vailed  on  to  lay  out  moft  of  their  favings 
to  cloath  thtmfclves,  and  keep  them 
neat  and  clean.  Sm.ijl  premiums  by  the 
public  ftiould  like  wife  be  given  annuallf 
to  the  perfons  in  every  town  or  village 
who  fpin  the  greaUll  quantity  of  go^ 
w'oolcn  yam,  and  the  pcrlbns  at  different 
a;;c8  w*ho  knit  the  gveateft  number  of 
good  ftobkiiigH  fit  for  market. 

The  «)thcr  branch  1  took  the  liberty 
to  fuggeft,  was  the  mar.ufa^iture  of  Coarfe 
woolen  gcK>ds,  fuch  as  iscanied  on  by 
the  MeUVs  Killgoors,  on  part  of  Mr 
Garden  of  Troup's  eftate,  by  Garden* 
ft  on.  Thefe  gooils  are  fold  from  i  s.  to 
4  K.  per  yard,  broad  and  narrow.— It 
v/oiiJd  be  little  information  to  your  rea¬ 
ders  to  deferibe  this  manufa^lufc,  as  it 
is  lb  well  knowm  over  all  the  country.  I 
have  not  the  leaft  doubt  but  tftat  hu.i* 
tlreds  of  our  are  well  ikiUed  in  it« 

or  that  the  gentlemen  already  concerned 
would  refiife  to  give  every  advice  and 
aflVfttnce  in  their  power  to  (hole  wba 
may  be  ignorant.  In  onler  that  the  fame 
vaiuablc  manufa^iire  might  be  cftablffli- 
ed  in  every  part  of  the  ctiuniry.  1  miift 
hi*rc  notice,  much  to  the  honour  of 
MefTrs  Kilb:our«,  th.at  they  carry  it  on 
to  a  giTat  extent  t  and  the  fniii  of  mo* 
ncy  they  yearly  lay  «>ut  annmg  the  far¬ 
mers  in  the  fouth  of  Scotland  and  nortb 
of  England,  on  the  article  of  w«)oJ  alone, 
furpriled  me  to  hear  meiiUoned, 

1*he  farineisare  a  refpedaMe  and  de* 
fer^'ing  body  cf  people,  Tliey  enrich 
their  country  and*  themfelvei  by  their 
public  fpirit  in  brining  in  the  bell  breed 
of  long  woolM  flierp  from  fianbiiry, 
Chiviot,  Wo<»ler,  and  every  place  whert 
thek  arc  to  be  bad,  wulunit  regarding

the  expence.  By  thefc  means,  and  by 
their  own  care  and  atlention  to  feed  and 
flielter  them  in  llic  time  of  ftormy  xiTa- 
ther,  they  better  the  breed,  and  increafe 
the  quantity  of  wool.  It  furely  then  be¬ 
comes  the  ftudy  of  every  wcll-uilher  of 
bis  country,  to  further  the  laudable  at¬ 
tempts  t)f  thefc  worthy  people  to  in- 
creafe  the  riches  of  it,  and  that  cannot 
be  more  ert'cdtually  done,  than  byenrou- 
taying  the  windcn  maiinfa(Jture  in  all  its 
t)ranchcs.  This  I  have  all  along  endea¬ 
voured  to  inculcate  on  tire  minds  of  niy 
fcllow-ct)imtry'iiu*n.  livery  day*s  expe¬ 
rience  convinces  me  I  was  right ;  and, 
brue  the  lame  fentiments  arc  now  hap¬ 
pily  adopted,  and  different  branches  of 
it  cffaMilhed  by  the  public  fpirit  of  n<^- 
blcmcn  and  gentlemen  in  various  paits 
of  the  country,  1  (IkmiM  Ik:  fori-y-,  imkeif, 
weicthc  inhabitants  of  Scotland  fo  to¬ 
tally  loff  to  e»eiy  idea  of  true  and  gc- 
miine  patriotifm,  and  fo  unaccountably- 
blind  to  thtir  own  intcrelts,  os  to  rcfnfc 
every  encouragement  in  their  power  to 
the  mannfa^ories  already  fet  a-going, 
and  to  pfomote  the  eflabliff)ment  of 
more  where  there  are  hopes  of  tiieii  fuc- 
ceeding.  The  method  of  accompliffiing 
this  defirable  ohjedl  is  eafy.  It  is  in  tlic 
power  of  every  perfon,  from  the  peer  to 
the  peafant,  t<»  be  inffriimcntal  in  it.  li¬ 
very  yard  c;f  cloth  manufactured  in 
Scotland,  and  wore  by  its  inhabitants,  is 
jrivinp  bread  to  the  induflrimis,  and 
laving  money  to  the  country.  It  is  well 
|cnown,that  everyone  muft  have  cloa- 
ihing  of  t>ne  kind  or  other  ;  it  is,  tberc- 
|o»r,  taking  nothing  out  of  our  pockets 
to  fnpport  the  patriotifm  and  public  fpi¬ 
rit  which  1  recommend,  as  wr  can  be  e- 
^|ual1y  well  fupplied  with  thefc  articles  at 
f’.omc  as  abroa<l.  On  the  ct>ntrArv,  I 
have  no  difficulty  in  atfirming,  it  in  the 
belt  kind  of  charity  wc  can  pcffibly  bc- 
ttow  ;  it  is  charity  to  a  native  country, 
which  hac  long  been  bramletl  by  its  opu¬ 
lent  nelghlxuirs  with  the  moff  opprobri¬ 
ous  epithets,  on  accont»t  of  its  poverty ; 
it  is  charity  to  oi»r  ndghboin,  who  per¬ 
haps,  with  a  Urge  family,  is  deffitntr  of 
bread,  lK*ca life  in  want  of  employment.

AS  wc  have  proftff'ctl,  at  the  outfit  of 
LiiideiULipg/iiiat  wc  intaui  to 


abftain  from  all  perfonal  anecdote,  or 
even  to  pulh  our  political  inquirict  ht- 
ther  back  than  the  memorable  period  of 
1766,  we  find  ourfclves  under  the  necef. 
fity  of  taking  the  firft  notice  of  thit  gen- 
tlcman  in  that  year,  in  the  political  fmtg 
of  the  late  Mr  George  Grenville,  (haring 
his  fortunes,  and  infpired  by  the  (anie 
active  zeal  for  the  honour  and  interefti  of 
his  country.  Mr  Weddcrburnc's  great 
talents  had  not  as  yet  bia/ed  fi>rih  in 
their  meridian  iutlre;  and  wc  do* not  find 
lliat  he  drew'  ilie  attention  of  the  public 
to  any  extraordinary  degree  till  about 
the  year  1768,  in  the  affair  of  the'Mkl- 
dlefex  dedion,  when  his  pMron  very 
confiftcntly  look  it  into  his  nc.ad  to  op- 
pofe,  in  the  moft  marked  and  fui'ciUe 
manner,  the  expuJfion  of  Mr  Wilkes, 
though  under  his  own  adniiniftration, 
hut  juft  fijur  years  before,  the  CameMr 
Vv’ilkes  was  expelled,  for  the  very  fame 
crime,  with  the  heinous  addition  <if  a 
biifing  a  fccrctary  of  ftate  in  .the  new? 
papers.  Mr  VVedderburne  now  eXefled 
biinfelf  as  much  in  the  defence  of  Mr 
Wilkes  as  he  l*vct  did  before  io  hh  con 
dcnmalinn ;  and  at  len:;th,  to  coiwiac^ 
fuch  as  might  not  probablv  be  pvrfiiadtd 
that  he  was  in  earn  eft,  he  made  a  public 
tour  throughout  the  feyeraJ  ridiVS 
towms,  and  diftrids  in  the  extenfivecoun 
ty  of  York,  to  W’arn  them  of  the  dangers 
with  w'hich  they  and  all  the  fieebokleri 
of  Great  Britain  w'ere  threatened,  on  ac 
count  of  the  late  unconftitutiond,  <o\ 
nipt  decifion  of  the  lioiife  of  comiiwns 
in  the  aff'.ur  of  the  Middlefc«  cteftiun. 
.So  zealoiiK  was  he  in  his  cndeavpiiri  tu 
procure  fatisfa^ion  for  the  wotind  the 
conititution  received  by  that  dedifio"! 
and  fo  hoftile  w  as  he,  even  to  Wi  inti* 
mate  friends,  When  they  differed  wit 
him  on  this  point,  that  having  beeo  rr 
turned  for  thebeuxHigh  of  Richmond,  io 
cfiwitatu  jE6or\  through  the  iofcred  (d 
bis  worthy  friend  Sir  Laurence  DonJaW 
that  hr  applied  A-ir  the  ChflterO' 4iMn- 
dreds,  fooner,  it  was  fuppofed,  tlijnni*‘0 
a  feat  in  parliament  to  a  perfob  wMf 
political  ideas  were  fo  fatally  con^u*0‘‘ 
rated  by  fentiments  and  opiniooi*  inco  * 
cated  by  the  leaders  of  a  court  fyirir. 
which  he  dhl  not  he&tatC  to  reprobMe  lo 
all  its  parts. 

It  is  enough  to  fay,  thit  he 
this  line  of  condu^  uniformly  till  ^ 
death  of  his  frieiK)  aud  patron 
ville,  in  the  winter  1771,  a  few 
f**re  the  meeting  of  parliament; 
he  has  ever  hnee  bcca  ns  Itcady  * 
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adminiftration,  as  he  was,  while  Mr 
(.rcnville  lived,  a  warm  and  able  adver- 
ja  V  Among  many  other  proofs  of 
is  here  looftly  aflerted,  his  conduft 
(luring  ll.c  felTion  of  1770,  generally  cal- 
ieJ  the  l.<orncil  cattle  fejfton^  fiirnilh  two 
Tcr)‘  ftrik'njr  ones.  The  firft  of  thefc 
wax  Mr  i.>v)\vdrf\vcirs  motion,  “  That 
♦  hchnu'b  of  commons  is  bound,  in  all 
Iratters  of  eledion,  by  the  law  of  the 
Kind,  and  the  cuhom  and  ufage  of  parliaj 
rr^ut  being  part  of  the  law  thereof;** 
t'  c  other,  as  more  particularly  militating 
?.:ain!l  his  prefent  conduct,  may  not  be 
unworthy  of  public  attention. 

It  was  <01  the  9th  of  May,  1770*  on  a 
rr.  nion  ot  Mr  Burke’s,  for  the  prcnluc- 
t!iin  of  American  papers,  and  fcvejral  re- 
loliitions  moved  in  confequence  thereof, 
that  Mr  Wedderhurne,  in  reply  to  lord 
Clare,  it  wc  recollect  right,  delivered  him- 
ftlf  nearly  to  the  following  purport :  ‘  He 
laid,  he  w;is  really  aftonilhed  to  fee  with 
whni  eafe  and  confidence  fome  great 
ftaiefinen  eould  reconcile  the  moft  mar- 
kid  inconfiftencies  between  condu«5l  and 
cpiuion ;  that  his  lordlhip  had,  in  his 
01' n  perfon,  not  only  given  the  fulleft 
tiltimony  that  fuch  things  might  happen, 
hut  that  they  were  avow’cd  without 
hlMiliiiip  or  apology  ;  that  fuch  being  the 
t.uH,  he  imagined  hiKlordOiip  would  have 
h  en  one  of  the  laft  men  breathing  to 
iharge  others  with  verfatility  in  politics, 
when  he  himfelf  could  take  a  poll  at  the 
bead  ot  the  American  department,  under 
^  mitiiltry  that  had  repealed  the  ftamp- 
act,  upon  the  principle  of  being  againlt 
ill  American  taxation,  though  the  noble 
lurd  but  the  very  preceding  feflion  fup- 
p'^rted  the  llamp-adl  with  all  his  might. 
1  the  fhoit  time  it  took  hislordfliip, 
me  other  *  great  minifters  to  fettle 
theic  contrariclicb,  it  was  evident  that 
t  e  concealed  authors  of  the  prefent  fyf- 
t'm  of  American  mcafures  had  the  ad- 
drJs  t )  unite  perfons  and  parlies  of  the 
contradictory  opinions;  and  fuch 
Wmg  the  cafe,  he  trullcd  it  would  like- 
Wife  unl^e  their  op(K>ncnts  to  purfiic  one 
ktady  plan  of  action,  that  of  preventing 
the  impending  ruin  of  this  country,  by 
‘‘  c  total  hfs  of  its  An>erican  dominions. 
‘"Hr  ll.cwed  (or  he  rather  predicted) 
that  the  tneafiires  then  (and  fince  ad- 

cred  to)  pv.i filing,  America,  which  was 
itithe reign  «f  (Jcorgc  II.  annexed  to, or 
^'•1  iiiited  a  part  of  the  iiiilifh  empire, 

’  /j  wiau  tie  duki  of  Craft^n* 


would  in  the  reign  of  Gcopgc  HI.  be  to¬ 
tally  dijpn*ered  from  it ;  that  the  Ameri¬ 
can  colonies  had  ceafed  to  be  Britiih  do¬ 
minions,  and  were  no  more  than  Calais^ 
which  was  once  a  BritiOi  province, 
though  now  no  longer  fo. — He  then 
turned  to  the  creating  a  new  office,  that 
of  fccrctary  of  fiate  for  the  colonies, 
which  he  intiflcd  could  not  be  legally  or 
conilitutionally  done ;  that  the  prece¬ 
dent  quoted  from  the  reign  of  £dw.  VI. 
was  a  mifcrablc  pretext  for  evading  a  po- 
htive  law,  with  the  dark  delign  ^  pla* 
cing  a  favourite  and  obfequious  willing 
Qave  at  the  head  of  the  American  depart¬ 
ment.  That  obedience  w'as  the  chief, 
nay,  the  only  merit,  fought  or  expcAcd 
by  thofc  who  had  the  difpofal  and  ar¬ 
rangement  of  all  the  great,  efficient,  and 
refponfible  offices  of  the  (late.  If  that 
were  not  the  true  (landard  of  merit,  he 
w'as  fatished  that  fome  perfon’,  whofe 
knowledge  of  commerce,  experience  in 
the  fyftem  of  our  colonies  and  planta¬ 
tions,  whom  prudence,  hrmnefs,  and,  a 
well-grounded  condu^,  marked  more 
particularly,  would  have  been  fixed  ort 
to  fill  fo  weighty  and  important  a  poll, 
lie  was  forry  however,  yet  he  felt  him¬ 
felf  compelled  to  declare,  in  the  moft  ex- 
prefs  terms,  that  the  miniftcr  f  put  at 
the  head  of  that  fcarcely  legal  depart¬ 
ment,  was  not  fit  for  it;  that  his  condijft 
was  fuch  as  called  for  his  removal ;  and 
that  he  thought  thofe  rcroliuiom*,  moved 
by  his  honourable  friend  (Mr  Burke),  led 
by  the Jufteft  ftep&to  W'hat  mud  produce 
that  cu€&. 

This  was  Mr  Wedderburne’s  cele¬ 
brated  fpeech  ;  and  fuch  were  his  fen- 
timents  and  opinions,  and  (I  am  forry  to 
Ri\d)  fre'diSionj^tyn  the  9th  of  May,  17 70. 
Pity  It  is,  particularly  fince  he  was  called 
to  alTift  the  prefent  adminiftration,  and 
was  app^)intcd  private  tutor  to  the  great 
ftatc  Atlas  J,  that  he  neither  believed 
thefe  predi^ions  himfelf,  or  if  he  did, 
that  he  was  never  able  to  perfuadc  either 
his  pupil,  the  cabinet,  the  junto,  or  his 
facetious  antagoniA,  Robert  earl  Nu¬ 
gent,  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  to  at¬ 
tend  to  them. 

The  remainder  of  Mr  Solicitor’s  poli¬ 
tical  charaiitcr  would  cut  a  better  figure 
by  way  of  diary  tlwn  any  other,  could 
wc  poffinly  recolle<ft  the  dates.  J)if- 
penfing,  however,  with  an  exa^  com- 
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pUancc  to  thcfc  minutijr,  wt  flull  ftudy 
brevity  and  faithfulnefs  in  the  following 
loofc  Ikctch  as  miK'h  as  poffiblc.  In  No- 
vcnilnr  1770  Mr  fJrenvillc  died;  the 
day  after  he  waf.  buried  Mr  Weddrr- 
buine  l>egan,  for  the  Hi  (t  time,  to  dif- 
tnift  his  own  predidions.  During  the 
ipring  fefTion  1771,  having  proniiHd  to 
falfify  eveiy  one  cf  them  on  the  lame 
day,  viz.  on  the  i.td  day  of  January,  he 
was  appointed  folio1»or-gene*'al,  ami  col- 
fertr  to  her  majefty.  Jn  tlic  c('urlc  of 
Hie  next  fefiion  he  Hippoited  the  royal 
marriage-bill,  with  a  credit,  logic,  nid 
countenance,  rHrfev‘tly  peculiar  to  him- 
felf. — In  1773  he  fliie  hUal  the  fame  noble 
lord,  whole  charader  and  abilities  he 
had  treated  with  fo  much  contempt  in 
his  fpeech  as  above  faithfully  recited, 
from  the  eiuTnomcd  att.icks  uf  his  ad- 
serfaries,  on  account  ol  his  conduct  re- 
fpecting  the  Caribb  lands  in  the  ifland  of 
St  Vincent’s,  lie  was  IiMiked  upon,  du¬ 
ring  the  fame  felfion,  to  be  the  great 
fupporl  of  lord  North,  in  the  carrying 
through  the  bill  for  new  mcKlelling  the 
llaft  India  company.

try  and  great  art,  yet  he  fpeaks  with  li> 
much  fluency,  avoiding  the  extremes  of  a 
rapid  utterance,  or  of  hefitatioa  and  ab- 
fence  of  mind,  that  every  thing  he  offen 
feems  to  flow  from  a  knowledge  of  the 
fubie(ft,  well  digdled,  and  leading  di- 
rciBly  to  the  clcarelt  principles  of  felf- 
convieftion  and  fclf-approbation.  With 
all  this  high  cultivation,  the  joinldPfft 
of  a  good  deal  of  judgment  and  iminenfc 
labour,  the  foil  which  he  has  thus  fis  flu* 
dioiifly  fought  to  improve,  is  fiu"  from 
being  natuially  fertile.  His  talents  are 
reftrained  within  narrow  bounds  we 
mean,  in  point  of  native  oratory.  He 
never  reaches  the  heart,  nor  makes  a  An¬ 
gle  profelyte  to  his  opinions  through  that 
channel,  like  feveral  other  of  hb 
porariea  we  could  mention.  His  logic  is

The  Dutch  will  now  Ijcgin  to  ferve  Ocr- 
many  with  tobacco,  indead  of  tlie  Eng- 
lilh.  I  wilh  the  time  don’t  come  when 
it  will  appear  that  they  have  elbowed 
them  out  of  molt  of  their  trade. — Their 
taxes  are  low,  provifions  and  wages  are 
cheap  ;  by  which  means  they  freight 
their  fliips  cheaj>er  than  the  Englilh  can 
do  ;  and  what  maniifa(fl tires  they  make, 
they  pi<>iluce  at  market  at  a  very  low 
rate.  On  the  contrary,  in  England 
taxes  arc  every  day  incrcafing,  prini- 
lious,  and  confcc|uently  wages,  advan¬ 
cing  in  price  :  is  it  therefore  to  he  won¬ 
dered  at,  that  other  nations,  not  under 
ttie  lame  circumdances,  iliotild  he  able 
to  iinJei  fell  England  ? — I  am  told  fea- 
inen’s  wages  in  England  are  up  to  5c  s. 
per  month,  and  here  they  don’t  coll 
above  a  fourth  of  that  fum.”

On  the  24th  of  July  laft  his  excel¬ 
lency  Sir  Balil  Keith,  governor  of  jamti- 
ra,  pubiifhed  the  following  proclarha* 
tion : 

**  WHEREAS  a  great  number  of  ne¬ 
groes  in  the  parifh  of  Hanover  have  been 
and  now  are  in  ncftual  rebellion;  and  wc 
have  thought  fit  for  the  fervicc  of  this 
our  ifland,  and  to  prevent  any  further 
attempts  by  the  flaves  of  other  parifhes 
to  join  with  thole  already  cor>cerned, 
that  for  the  defence  and  fecurity  of  this 
onr  faid  ifland,  and  for  the  immediate 
fiippreffion  of  the  laid  rebellion,  martial 
law  (hould  be  put  in  force.  Wc  have 
therefore  caufed  tin's  oiir  proclamation 
to  be  piiblilhed,  hereby  commanding 
and  requiring  that  the  articles  of  war  he 
publicly  read  upon  this  a^thdayof  July, 
in  the  towms  0/  St  Jago  dc  la  Vega, 
Port  Royal,  and  Kingfton,  from  which 
proclamation  martial  law  is  hereby  de¬ 
clared  to  be  in  force.** 

“  On  the  25th  of  July  laft  his  excel¬ 
lency  onr  governor  p!jb1in>ed  another 
proclamation,  on  accent  of  tlic  rebellion 
of  the  negroes  in  the  p;’rlfli  of  Hanovtr, 
ft  tting  forth,  “  That  as  there  is  danger 
of  the  infiirreiftion  becoming  general,  un- 
lefs  the  greateft  precaution  and  vigilance 
be^iifcd  to  prevent  the  fame  ;  and  as  the 
ftrength  of  the  ifland  in  wlufc  people 
would  be  imioh  diminifhed,  by  fofl'erini^ 
the  fevctal  fliips  and  vcllcls  in  the  mer¬ 
chant  fervice  to  depart  fr<*m  the  ifland  in 
the  prelent  critical  ami  d^mgtrous  junc¬ 
ture,  an<l  it  appearing  that  the  negrmi 
have  partly  relied  on  carrying  their  mif- 
ebievour.  deligns  into  effect,  on  the  de¬

“  A  mod  barbarous  and  infernal  plot 
h'u>  been  difcovercd  amongft  the  Tories 
here.  The  particulars  I  cannot  give  you,

of  but  three,  who  are  fworn  to  fecrecy. 
T\»  0  of  Waftiington's  guards  arc  con¬ 
cerned  ;  and  a  third,  whom  they  tempt¬ 
ed  to  join  them,  made  the  firfl  difeovery. 
The  ^^encral  leport  of  their  defign  is  as 
fjllows :  Upon  the  arrivtJ-of  the  troops, 
tl.cy  were  to  murder  all  the  (lafT-ofiicers, 
Mow  up  the  magazines,  and  fccurc  the 
pafTis  of  the  towm.  Gilbert  Forbes., 
yunlniiih  in  the  Broadw'ay,  was  taken 
2nd  carried  before  our  congrefs,  who 
then  fitting.

Some  time  ago  the  dock- 
yanl  was  fet  on  fire,  but  happily  extin- 
guilhed  without  much  damage ;  a  like 
accident  has  fince  happened,  and  the  g<»- 
vernor  has  offered  a  reward  of  500  Spa- 
nifh  dollars  to. find  out  the  perfons  con- 
ctnicd  ,in  fetting  it  on  fire,  as  it  w'at 
Aippofcd  to  be  wilftilly  done.  It  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  the  provincials,  by  their 
fpies,  were  at  the  bottom  of  it ;  (bme 
fufpedted  perfons  were  taken  up,  but 
difeharged  after  eximination^  as  no 
proof  could  be  produced.  We  hear  that 
the  rebels  have  (brbid,  on  pain  of  death, 
any  perfon  or  perfons  holding  corrcftxm- 
dcnce,  or  trading  with  the  people  of  this 
colony.  The  Yankee  Hero  privateer 
was  fold  here  for  850 1.  fterling  to  the 
hon.  John  Butter,  £^;  who  has  fitted 
her  out  to  cruize  againft  the  provinefats. 
The  Liverpool  man  of  war  has  beeh  very 
fuccefsful  in  taking  ftnd  retaking  of  vel- 
fels:  one  of  the  latter,  called  the  Nevis,* 
from  the  ifland  of  Nevis,  and  (aid  to  be 
worth  10,000 1.  fterling,  he  retook  juft  at 
Oie  was  entering  Bofton  Harbour.

The  laft  letters  from  Spain  are  filled 
with  the  immenfe  warlike  preparations 
making  there,  though  all  apprrhenfions 
of  a  war  feem  to  be  at  an  end ;  which 
make  fome  imagine,  that  a  Spanilh  pac¬ 
ket  having  been  vifited  by  a  foreign  ftiip 
is  the  occafion  of  it.

An  evening  paper  of  laft  night  fays, 
t  it  on  Thurfday  evening  Mr  Jemkins,  o( 
''‘<pping,  received  a  letter  from  Mr 


Cheefeman,  mate  of  the  Galatea  frigate, 
dated  Sept.  18.  which,  among  other  par¬ 
ticulars,  contains  the  following :  “  'I'hat 
the  provincials  were  obliged  to  quit 
New-York,  and  in  then*  retreat  loft  be¬ 
tween  7000  and  8000  men ;  that  gen. 
Putnam  was  taken  prifoner;  and  that 
gen.  Waftiington  had  loft  an  arm ;  that  the 
lofs  of  the  king’s  forces  is  about  1500.” 

By  authority  we  can  afi'iu'c  tlie  public, 
that  at  four  o’clock  this  afternoon,  there 
was  no  advice  arrived  at  lord  George 
Germaine’s  office,  relative  to  the  capture 
of  New-York. — But  from  the  fame  au¬ 
thority  we  can  intbi’m  our  readers,  that 
the  letter  from  Mr  Cheefeman,  mate  of 
the  Galatea  frigate,  fent  to  Mr  Jenkins 
of  Wapping,  hath  by  order  been  compa¬ 
red  with  his  hand- writing  both  at  thc  ad- 
iniralty  and  navy  offices,  and  found  ex¬ 
actly  to  agree  with  it,fo  that  its  contents 
arc  now  much  credited,  and  clerks  are 
ordered  to  be  in  waiting,  aS  an  exprefs 
from  gen.  Howe  is  hourly  expected. 

Several  of  the  nobility  yefterday  wai¬ 
ted  on  lord  George  Germaine,  to  know 
if  any  accounts  had  been  received  of  an 
adtion  at  New-York  between  the  pro¬ 
vincials  and  the  king’s  forces,  when  he 
declared  that  nothing  of  the  hiiul  hkd  as. 
yet  l>een  received  from  the  Howes,  but 
letters  were  daily  expedled. 

The  public  have  -been  Snterefted  all 
this  week  with  different  reports  of  gen. 
Howe  having  made  good  his  larxling  on 
the  ifland  of  New-Tork  about  the  mul- 
dlc  of  laft  month ;  a  correfpondent  of 
good  information  fays,  “  fome  great  men 
at  the  head  of  affairs  have  received  pri¬ 
vate  letters  which  confirm  that  event ; 
and  that  the  provincials  were  purfiied 
with  confiderable  lofs  till  within  four 
miles  of  their  intrenchments  at  King’s 
Bridge,  where  it  is  reported  tbey'are  nt 
leaft  70,000  ftrong,  and  feem  determintd 
to  rifk  a  general  engagement.

All  able  feamen,  not  above  the 
age  of  fifty,  nor  under  the  age  of  eigh¬ 
teen,  tit  for  fervice,  who  ftiall,  on  or  be¬ 
fore  the  3iltiof  December  next,  enter 
tbemfelvcs,  lliall  receive  a  bounty  of feie 
pounds  each  man,  and  ordinary  feanaeni  ^ 
fit  for  fei'vice,  the  Aim  of  t^o  pounds  tfn 
Jhillin^s  each  man,  in  lieu  of  the  boun¬ 
ties  in  the  proclamation  dated  a6tb  of 
March  laft. 

Latiy  Howe  was  on  Saturday  laft  at 
the  Queen’s-palace,  and  met  with  a 
n.cft  gr  icioiis  reception-  from  their  ma- 
jellies.  This  w'o)  thy  lady  has  had  the 
lingular  happinefs  of  feeing  three  of  her 
fors  head  the  Brililh  armaineuts  againfi 
the  common  enemy.

Extract  of  a  Utter  from  a  gentleman  be- 
longing  to  the  board  of  treafury  at  Lon- 
dony  to  his  friend  at  Edinburgh^  dated 
Oa.  25. 

**  I  congratulate  you  upon  the  good 
news  from  America.  The  rebels  have 
evacuated  New'- York  on  the  15th  of 
September,  which  was  taken  pofteflion 
of  by  the  king’s  troops.  .The  former 
loft  7000  men  ;  Putnam  is  taken  prifoner, 
and  Waftiington  has  loft  an  arm.” 

On  the  5th  inft.  the  Anne  of  Burnt- 
idand,  Andrew  Ray  maftcr,  was  taken, 
near  Lifbon,  by  an  American  privateer, 
called  the -True  Blue.  Same  day  the 
took  the  Belfcy,  belonging  to  London, 
Matthew  Ray  mafter ;  and,  fome  days 
before,  another  Blip  from  thii  Mediter¬ 
ranean,  bound  for  Dublin,  commanded 
by  Ifaac  Stiutland.

We  left  Corke  on  the  27tb  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  and,  on  the  5th  of  Oitplicr,  had 
the  misfortune  to  be  taken  by  Ameri¬ 
can  privateer  of  eight  guns  and  twelve 
fvvivels,  two  or  three  leagues  from  Hur¬ 
ling,  at  ten  o’clock  forenoon.  At  fix 
o’clock  the  tame  day,  they  took  a  brig 
belonging  to  I.ondon  ;  and  having  made 
prifoner s  of  us  all,  with  a  frefti  ^ale  of 
wind,  run  right  out  *to  fca  with  both 
Blips,  till  on  the  7th,  being  better  wea¬ 
ther,  the  privateer  by  to,  and  having 
ordered  us  to  hoift  out  our  lv>at8,  the 
men  belonging  to  the  privateer  fell  to 
plundering  the  prizes  of  provifions,  and 
all  the  Blips  ftorcs  they  could  take  out 
of  them.  They  then  pnt  on  board  iny 
Blip  one  capt.  Stnitland,  from  the  Me¬ 
diterranean  for  Dublin,  and  twelve  of 
his  men,  whom  they  had  taken  three  or 
four  days  before ;  one  capt.  lUy,  from 
London  for  Lilbon,  with  fix  of  his  men  ; 
and  the  Portuguefc  pilot,  whom  he  had 
got  on  board  two  or  three  hours  licforc 
be  was  taken  ;  and  myfelf  with  my  men. 
The  captain  of  the  privateer  had  prcii- 
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ouOy  given  a  letter  to  capt.  Strutland, 
making  a  prefent  of  niy  fliip  to  the  two 
captains  and  me,  ecjnally  amongft  us,  a 
copy  of  which  letter  1  have  fciit  you,  as 
they  would  not  truft  me  with  the  orlpi- 
iial.  1  know  this  difafter  will  fmpiife 
you  as  much  as  it  did  me,  having  no  no¬ 
tion  that  any  American  privateers  were 
fo  far  to  the  ealhvard.  Captains  Strut- 
land  and  Ray  infiried  to  have  the  Ih.ip 
carried  to  London  ;  and  we  are  now'  oft' 
Dover,  with  tlie  wind  at  S.  V/.’*
